The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claim 1 recites, "plurality of mark thumbnail pictures of a picture extracted as a 
characteristic picture, or a thumbnail picture of a picture specified by a user", "said 
second thumbnail data being generated as a second independent mark thumbnail file of 
only said plurality of mark thumbnail pictures of said second thumbnail data" and "each 
playlist further including a plurality of said mark thumbnail pictures," which are unique 
features that are not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 4-8 are allowable because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
independent claim 1 as discussed above.

Claims 9, 10, 12, 13, and 14 are allowable for the same reason as discussed in 
claim 1 above. 

Claims 17-22 are allowable because they depend either directly or indirectly from 
allowable independent claims.
